| am pleased to submit my 2nd Annual Report. This was a year of some 
accomplishments and some frustrations. Your willingness to raise 1 mil of tax- 
ation for roads and sidewalks gave us the funds to make some much needed 
improvements on the Bonney Point Road and to rebuild 825 ft. of sidewalks 
and to reset 535 ft. of existing curbing and installing 490 ft. of new granite 
curbing. Also to ditch and pave approximately 900 ft. of road in Oquossoc. My 
recommendation is to raise another mil this year. 


The major frustration has been the disposal of our solid waste. Although 
far from ideal the temporary station has kept us reasonably legal and hopefully 
next year will see this problem put to rest. 


We have seen some personnel changes this year in the office, with Rachel 
leaving and Jean Rubly being hired. At the Highway Dept. we hired Carmen 
Steward who has done a good job for us. Wendall Steward resigned and anew 
man, Michael Adams, will start work for us on January 10th. 


| am recommending this year that we replace the 1969 Ford truck & plow. 


To the many Boards and Committees who give so much of themselves and 
their talents, | say thank you. 


It has been a privilege to work with this board of Selectmen and our Office 
crew.

RANGELEY REGION AMBULANCE REPORT 


The Rangeley Region Ambulance Corps. (RRAC) responded to One Hun- 
dred and thirty-four calls for assistance in 1986, one hundred and twenty-six 
which were transported for further care. This is approximately the same num- ~ 
ber of runs made in 1985. Residents of the Rangeley Region made up sixty 
seven percent of the runs, with out of town guests and summer residents 
making up the balance. , 


Members of the Corps logged one thousand three hundred and seventy 
seven hours of run time in addition to monthly meetings and monthly training 
sessions. This represents a major time commitment for the members of the 
Corps. Many members also attend seminars and training sessions outside of 
the Rangeley region. These dedicated citizens deserve all of our thanks for 
providing our region with Advance Life Support and Emergency care. 


The new suction device that was approved at last year’s Town Meeting has 
been installed in the ambulance and has brought us up to the state level of re- 
quired equipment. Thank you. 


Once again the RRAC fund raising drive has been asuccess. We will con- 
tinue our efforts to keep this account growing to pay for capital expenses in the 
future. We currently have enough money in the account to make the final pay- 
ment on the Ambulance in June. We thank you for your generous support. 


We changed to a direct dial dispatch system in July which has decreased 
Our response time by approximately five minutes. We have found this to be 
very beneficial to us, especially in the care of critically ill patients. We also have 
stream lined our billing system which has helped in keeping our Ambulance 
self-sustaining for operating expenses. We have been forced to increase our 
base rate charged for each run to cover increases in insurance costs and be- 
cause of a change in the billing of Advanced Cardiac Life Support (Paramedic) 
services that we obtain through a mutual aid agreement with Sugarloaf Res- 
cue. Our rate for mileage has not changed. 


The RRAC would like to thank the residents of Rangeley and surrounding 
communities for their continued support which allows us to provide care to 
those in need.

REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 1986 


Infections and Reportable Diseases: In 1986 Rangeley saw outbreaks of 
Varicella (chickenpox), Pediculosis Capitis (head lice), and Influenza. The 
infection most striking for its frequency was Streptococcal Pharyngitis, which 
was documented in whole families and often in asymptomatic individuals. This 
Outbreak reached epidemic proportions in early winter months, but lasted 
through the spring. 


Waterborne Diseases: A few cases of diarrhea were investigated, and 
Giardia Lambia suspected but not documented. None of these cases were 
thought to reflect a sanitation hazard. 


Immunization Programs: No formal Rangeley Health Council influenza 
immunization was instituted in 1986, but the vaccines were administered 
_ through my office. The trivalent influenza vaccine was given starting in Sep- 
tember. In accordance with this season’s recommendations, a second vac- 
cine, the Taiwan monovalent influenza vaccine, has been administered to 
younger individuals at high risk since it became available in November.

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RANGELEY PLANNING BOARD ANNUAL REPORT 


The Rangeley Planning Board is an appointed Committee of five regular 
members and two alternate members. The Board meets twice a sapiiarh for the 
nee of reviewing various land use requests. 


During the past year, the Board has been required to review land subdivi- 
sions, condominium conversions, cluster housing projects, a hotel/motel pro- 
ject and many shoreland zoning permit requests for additions, new buildings 
and modifications to existing buildings. 


The continued growth and renewed interest in the town has increased the 
work load onthe Board andthe Board again recognized the need for available 
legal counsel, a professional planner and a fully qualified Code Enforcement 
Officer, the latter being necessary to enforce the ordinance which are neces- 
sary to protect the area. 


During the past year the town has commissioned The Androscoggin Val- 
ley Council of Governments (AVCOG) to rewrite its comprehensive plan, land 
use ordinances and building code. At the time this report is written this en- 
deavor is well under way. The town also voted a moratorium on the construc- 
tion of a multi-family dwellings during this time period. | 


The Planning Board has been hampered in the past when dealing with 
developers, because it has not had the proper tools (in its ordinances) to work 
with. It is hoped that upon approval of the new ordinances that this situation 
will change. 


In order to serve the community fairly in the coming year, the Board is con- 
sidering adding a summer resident to serve in an advisory (non-voting) 
position.

PLANNING PROGRESS 


Since last may when the Town enacted a moratorium on multi-family 
development, a detailed community planning program has been ongoing. 
Realizing the Town needed professional planning assistance to deal with 
current and future development, the Androscoggin Valley Council of Govern- 
ments was engaged to develop a Comprehensive Plan, Zoning and 
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Subdivision Ordinances and Building Code. This report is intended to indicate 
what the planning effort has accomplished to date and what remains to be 
done. 


The Planning Board and Committee have in hand a draft of the new 
Comprehensive Plan. The draft has considered the responses from the 
planning questionnaire distributed in September and various other technical 
information. The Plan sets forth an overall development scheme for Rangeley 
for the next several years. 


A completely new Zoning Ordinance and Subdivision Ordinance has also 
been written by the Androscoggin Valley Council of Governments. These 
ordinances will be instrumental in implementing recommendations contained 
in the Comprehensive Plan. 


The Planning Board and various committees formed during the planning 
program are presently reviewing the material developed in detail. This review 
is required to assure that material meets the objectives established in the work 
program and so that all members are knowledgeable of its contents. 


Because the Board has been developing the Plan and Ordinances for the 
Town, the Board is ready to present the draft material to you for review and 
input. Therefore, later in March, a series of meetings will be held so that your 
questions may be asked and answered, and the Plan and Ordinances put in 
final form for legislative action in May. In the interim, you may contact the 
Town Office for additional information. 


ADVANCE POLLUTION CONTROL FACILITY 
A Report on the Operation and Conditions 
To the Citizens of Rangeley, Maine: 


The year 1986 has been one of change. Increasingly the base sewer use on 
the rise. The method of doing business is also changing, with a more profes- 
sional and paper oriented approach rather than a more casual relaxed 
approach. 


This year saw applications for (4) four major projects (2) two of which have 
been tested and approved for use, and (1) one actually using the system. 


This year also saw a milestone of sorts reached, the plant treated 500 mil- 
lion gallons, 2a billion gallons of sewage treated since 1970. That's an average 
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of 31,250,000 per year of operation, or to look at it another way that’s over 
600,000 gallons per person based on a 750 population base. 


Planning has been a major activity this year, with the rehabilitation to the 
collection system being first. EDA Awarded the Town a Grant which will see 
work start in the spring of 1987. 


On a more discouraging note, the Committee to study plant expansion 
could never get enough members to a meeting to begin. 


The secondary plant at age 17 is really showing signs of weak pumps and 
buildings needing more and more repair. 


Even in the testing facility, only 11 years old, saw a need for much serious 
repair. ? 


The collection system, the most neglected of all our units has reached a 
point of near disaster. In this system not all the damage is from age. Grease 
has increasingly become a major cause of damage, with one back up costing 
$3,000.00. If the Community does not control the disposal of grease, then the 
Sewer Commission will be forced to install mandatory recovery, the cost to 
businesses and individuals would be great. 


The State has increasingly been applying pressure to change our method 
of doing business, and even to adding another operator, an operator who 
according to State staffing requirements should have been added in 1976. 


The facility works only with the human touch. George provides a steady 
level of repair and operation, never complaining, never refusing to do anything 
we have to do, unrecognized and unrewarded by anyone. 


Henry is still learning the ropes, but has the basics down pretty pat. Our 
steady heavy lifter, he never complains about the size or weight of anything. 


The Town is fortunate to have people that will work under less than 
pleasant conditions, for less than average wages. 


Have you ever thanked a Town Employee for ajob well done? Looking for- 
ward to serving in 1987.

The Snowmobile Trail Fund through the Grants-In-Aid Program for 
Rangeley and all across the State have been cut drastically this year, and if we 
are going to continue with this sport in Rangeley, there must be more money 
raised. The State is increasing the registration fee from $11.25 to $15.00 next 
July and then $1.00 each year until it reaches $18.00. This will put about 
$160,000.00 in the State fund next year, but will still leave them short for all of 
the grooming contracts statewide. There are any number of possibilities for 
raising money for this project, but our Club feels the user should pick up more 
of the cost. Our club feels that the reciprocal program Maine now has with 
other states is the primary reason why our State is short of funds. Snowmo- 
bilers from other states can ride in Maine FREE if they are registered in their 
state. Why not call your legislator and see if we can change this arrangement 
so all snowmobilers will contribute to the trail grooming; either through a 
Maine Registration or a Trail Fee. Examples: Ride in Vermont, you must join 
V.A.S.T.; Canada Trail Fee; New York, Join club or county. 


Some of our money is raised through taxation ($4,000.00), but we do not 
feel all tax payers have an interest in snowmobiling or should have to share in 
the cost for more than that figure. In the past, our business community has 
donated between $2,000.00 and $4,000.00 which is probably about all the traf- 
fic will bear. Our club raises some money through maps and other functions, 
but our active membership is down and volunteer workers are nearly non- 
existent.

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CHANGE OF FISCAL YEAR REPORT 


At March Town Meeting 1986, at the suggestion of the Budget Committee, 
the Town agreed to appoint a committee to study changing the Town’s fiscal 
year from January/December to July/June. This Committee was organized 
and met three times (the final session with the Budget Committee). It was the 
consensus of the Fiscal Year Committee that the town should function on a 
July/June basis. 


This would place the town on the same period as the State and the school. 
Most importantly, it would allow the Town to budget ahead to the coming fiscal 
year and voters would not be funding accounts where money had already been 
spent. Currently in March, the voters are asked to raise money for the two 
months prior to Town Meeting when the town is spending money “without 
proper authorization.” In addition, there is a strong possibility that the Town 
could save as much as $18,000 it currently pays in interest because it is forced 
to borrow in anticipation of tax revenues that it cannot collect until some time 
in early May. Even if the Town were required to borrow some money, given the. 
change in fiscal year it would be for a shorter period of time (and therefore less 
interest would be charged). 


In its work the Committee reviewed materials about some 12 - 16 other 
towns that had changed to July/June. In particular the town of Harrison was 
studied since their populations (and the seasonal nature of its residents) made 
ita good comparison. Inallthe literature, and in alengthy session with a repre- 
sentative from the Maine Municipal Association, the Committee could find no 
negatives to the change. 


The single drawback to the system has to do with its implementation. Also, 
the two members of the Committee who work with the tax system in Rangeley. 
at present, had reservations about how it would affect procedures at the Town 
Office. Namely: probably three tax bills would need to be mailed to voters in 
the 18 month phase-in period of this new fiscal year. This would avoid the 
confusion of voters having to pay 18 months of taxes in a 12 month period. It 
means additional work for the staff at the Town Office; and it means that voters 
will have to read their bill carefully to note interest and penalty dates. 


One other feature of the change that has pros and cons is the placement of 
the annual Town Meeting in late May or early June. On the positive side it 
means that the weather is more favorable, that those who winter vacation 
during March would more likely attend, and the Town would have a better idea 
of what had been spent in the previous year to help it anticipate the coming 
budget: on the negative side, those local business people who are readying for 
the summer trade find their time short at that season of the year. However both 
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Fiscal Year and budget Committees felt the pros outweighed the cons in this 
area. 


If the Town agrees to the change, every effort will be made between March 
1987 and January 1988 to educate the voters to the nuts and bolts of tax bills, 
budgets, etc. It is not a difficult matter to understand but requires a step-by- 
step explanation as each feature occurs for the first time. The Committee will 
make every effort to be available to the public for explanation.
